Today’s sitting: of the circuit court 
had a distin^ulshliifr.. feature. 
It was 
the immense batch of opinions handed 
down by Judge CooUdf^e in chancery 
and low cases heard before him without 
a jury. 
The opinions represent a gi­ 
gantic amount of labor, and go to show 
that the judge has been busy since he 
adjourned court 
here three 
weeks 
ago. 


A deep Interest is felt by the pttblic 
in two of the opinions—those having to 
do with the contempt 
proceedings 
against W. Worth Bean and Henry C.* 
Mason, and the Galllgan railway case 
The former, the jvidge held, were 
guilty of no offense to the court while 
in Mr. Galligan’s case the judge opined 
that the 
railway company had no 
cause for molesting the good-natured 
boiler maker. 
Mlelia«! a»lllK«n lirinii. 


Michael Galllgan has scored a vic­ 
tory in his trouble with the St. .Joseph 
Valley railway company. Today .Indge 
Coolldge In considering the case of the 
St. Joseph Valley railway company 
against Michael 
Galllgan 
in which 
case a bill of complaint was tiled for 
tlie purpose of re.straining fialligan 
from constructing a building over Ox 
creek in this city upon piles near the 
track of the railway company, held 
tliui the complaint should be dismissed 
witli cost.s. the injunction against Gal- 
igan dissolved and a decree eiitei'od 
prohibiting the coniplaiiuinis from in- 
terferinir with the delendant in the 
in-oper enjoyment of the space over Ux 
creek.

AH of them 
tiave received more or leui consideration, 
and there has been free exchange of 
opinion«. The temper and dis|k>sitton of 
the senate and house oonferrees on these 
matters have In this way been ascer­ 
tained. In several oases the conferrees 
are very close to an agreemenit Both 
sidea so one of the conlferreea said last 
night, show a commendable spirit of 
conciliation, and while In several In­ 
stances each side seems to be holding 
out strongly for Its contention as to 
rates, he said, there had not yet appear­ 
ed on the horlson anything which por­ 
tended such difficulty as would not in 
time be surmounted.

.There is the best of reason for believ 
Ing that several of the main points of 
contention will be compromised. This Is 
especially to be believed of luml>er, hides 
and wool and possibly sufar, Hhough on 
the latter the house conferrees are stand­ 
ing particularly Arm for th^r schedule. 
On the subject of reciprocity the drift 
of opinion seems to be In the direction of 
the senate substitute, but with certain 
of the house pi^islons; that is, the list 
of articles which can be used as a basis 
Dor reciprocity treaties will be broadened, 
but the senate provision requiring the 
ratiflcatlon of the treaties will be dis 
carded. Several of the eminen t lawyers in 
both branches of congress question the 
constitutionality of the power conferred 
upon the president by the senate reci­ 
procity provision. 


An to the Stamp Tax on Bond«. 


The stamp tax on bonds and stocks 
provided for in one of the senate amend­ 
ments has not yet been accepted. The 
revenue aflforded by It furnishes a strong 
ar«:ument for Its acceptance in view of 
the heavy anticipatory importations, and 
there Is talk o f widening its scope so 
as not only to include a tax on actual 
transfers but on all recorded sales. This 
necessity of revenue also furnishes a 
strong argument for the restoration of 
the house rates on Imported tobacco. It 
is Impossible to estimate yet when a final 
agreement will be reached, and although 
various dates are given as to the length 
of time the bill will remain In conference 
ranging from tomorrw to a week from 
today, one of the most Influential of the 
conferrees said la«t night that all esti­ 
mates were necessarily pure guess work.^ 


Affrebment Ulity Come iinililoiily. 


He'said that the decisions on the m at­ 
ters of transcendent importance In the 
bill were so Inter-dependent that ulti­ 
mate decision on one might Involve a 
complete agreement on others, and that 
the final agreement 
might 
come 
at 
any time after the rest of matters of 
secondaiy Importance were out of the 
way. When the report Is completed It 
will art once go to the house, where it Is 
not likely more than one day will be al­ 
lowed for debate. 
The anxiety to get 
the bill on the statute books and the 
great loss of rev'enue involved In each 
day's delay, it is argued, justifies the 
Republican managers in declining to 
glv'e more than a single day for discus­ 
sion.

Washington, July 12.—Beyond the fact 
that the general deficiency appropriation 
bill probably will be passed and that 
the senate will stand ready to take up 
the tariff bill at any time that a report 
may be brought in by tlie conference 
committee little can- be predicted of thé 
course of events in the senate during 
the present week. The disposition Is to 
do little in the way of general legisla­ 
tion, and there Is a proposition under 
consideration by the leaders of the two 
sides of the chamber to adopt the plan 
now in vogue in the house of sitting 
only every third day after the deficiency 
bill ahail have been disposed of. 
This 
suggestion has been made In view of the 
possibility of pressure to take up the 
m atter of the appointment of a currency 
commission. 


The general Impression about the sen­ 
ate Is that the house will pass such a bill 
on the subject as the president may rec­ 
ommend, but there Is no probability 
that the senate will take the m atter up 
seriously.

riÜiltFUL SIGHT TO SPECTATORS 


fé 


Th«y Clostt Th«lr Eyes as ths Pro- 
fsssor Drops Through Spao« 
With Frlshtful Forqs. 


Prof. Thomas C. Gleason, of Jackson, 
one of the cleverest aeronauts in the 
Muntry, escaped death by a miracle 
while attempting an, ascension in this 
city Saturday evening. His balloon 
exploded when 500 feet above the sur­ 
rounding house tops and he was dashed 
'toward earth almost with the velocity 
of i meteorlite, alighting on the roof 
of the dwelling occupied by George B. 
Merrifleld near the water works stand 
pipe. 


Groaning with pain the professor was 
helped from the roof of the house and 
conveyed to his room at the Hotel 
Phoenix where Dr. Bastar hurriedly re­ 
lieved his suffering by ihe means of 
hyfmermic injections. Aside from a 
contusion as large as a hen’s egg on the 
head of the professor there was no vis­ 
ible evidence of serious injury. No 
bones were fractured and it is thought 
no internal injuries were intUcted al­ 
though the professor sat on the edge of 
his bed writhing in pain until the 
soothing drug injected into his body 
took effect. 


In the presence of a crowd of 2,000 
people Prof. Gleason gave the com- 
mand to release the guy ropes. The 
balloon was intlated in B’armer’s grove 
near the water works station apd at o 
o'clock everything was in readiness for 
the aerial llight. The rope fastenings 
were parted, and with the professor 
dangling from the trapeze the monster 
ship glided upward. The atmospheric 
conditions favored the ascension and 
the balloon shot skyward swiftly and 
majestically, sailing straight as an 
arrow into the heavens. The para­ 
chute dangled from its side, there to 
remain until a distance of 6,000 feet 
above the earth had been reached, 
when the professor intended to part 
company with the balloon and descend 
in the parachute. 


The balloon ^ared upward until 
Prof. Gleason appeared like a speck to 
the thousands oi eyea lasiened cn him 
from below. Suddenly a cry of horror 
was uttered. 
A shudder passed over 
the multitude; faces paled and terror- 
stricken the spcctatoJs instinctively 
closed their eyes to shut out the sight. 
The balloon had exi)loded and was fast 
colapsing. 
It had begun a rapid de­ 
cent and contemplating the inevitable 
fate of the aeronaut the apeetators 
trembled with the emotions of fear and 
terror. A gaping rent appeared in the 
side of the big air ship and through 
this was pouring great volume^ of 
smoke. 
As the hot air escapod the 
balloon careened violently. It was a 
plaything for the wind and it jerked 
and twisted the trapeze to which the 
aeronaut clung until it was expected 
^ every minute to see his grasp broken 
. and the professor hurled through space 
to the earth 500 feet below. 


Finally the balloon settled into a 
horizontal position with the parachute 
on the upper side. 
The professor was 
conscious of his perilous condition. He 
knew that if he did not succeed in get­ 
ting a grip on the parachute he would 
be killed. 
He therefore made a gal­ 
lant fight to reach the iron rings 
dangling from the parachute. 
Again 
and again he failed and faster and 
faster he sped through the air. 
The 
crowd was breathless. 


The aeronaut remained in perfect 
control of himself, watching -his oi)- 
«portunity to reach 
the parachute. 
When within 100 feet of the earth he 
was successful. 
He swung free of the 
balloon, but he was so near the earth 
that the parachute could scarcely open 
In time to save him and realizing this 
the brave aeronaut shouted ‘‘good bye” 
to the spectators. His voice was audi­ 
ble to only a few. 


His flight downward was chocked by 
the umbrella-like support from which 
Ue depended, but scarcely enough to be 
noticeable and when he struck the 
roof of the dwelling no one expcctcd to 
see him alive. He lay motiouh;ss for 
a few seconds and then raised his body 
upon his elbow. A ladder was hoisted 
and he was assisted to the gi;ouiid and 
hurriedly driven to his hot«C 
After the examination by the pTiTysi* 
cians a representative of ThjiJ Ne w s 
inquired of the professor for his theory 
as to the cause of the explosion. He 
said the balloon contained more hot 
air than it was capable of carrying. 
He considered that iiis escape from iq- 
stant death was marvelous; that had 
he not succeeded in breaking the force 
of his fall to some extent by the use of 
the parachute he would have been 
killed or maimed for life. 


He is employed with a Jackson, 


company, which makes a business of 
furnishing balloon ascensions at public 
demonstirations, and has been navigat­ 
ing the air since 1886 during which 
time he never before had an accident. 
He once traveled wivh Prof. McEwen, 
under whose name he now often makes 
ascensions. 


The professor left his room yester­ 
day and by the aid of a cane was able 
to walk about. 
.He is 
frightfully 
bruised and a person of an ordinary 
constitution passing through the same 
experience would be a good subject to 
occupy a ward in a hospital. 


LOSS OVER S1»000. 


Tho Particulars of tho Burning of 
Thomas Daloy> Barn. 
Thomas Daley, who lost his barn in 
Riverside Friday morning between 9 
and 10 o’clock for some mysterious 
cause, was in the city Saturday even­ 
ing and gave the particulars of the af­ 
fairs to T h e N e w s. 


Besides the loss of the barn which 
cost 9000 to build, the flames devoured 
10 tons of hay, 150 bushels of rye. 150 
bushels of wheat, 200 bushels of corn, a 
new lumber wagon, two hay racks, a 
fanning mill and eight hogs. 


There was an insurance of t600 on 
the property and Mr. Daley estimates 
his Foss at $1,000 above the insurance.
